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This decision is in response to the "Petition to Withdraw Holding of 
Abandonment Under 37 CFR § 1.181(a)" filed on 16 July 2008. No fee is required. 



On 10 September 2007, a Notification to Comply With Requirements for Patent 
Applications Containing Nucleotide Sequence and/or Amino Acid Sequence 
Disclosures (Form PCT/DO/EO/922) was mailed. Applicants were given two months to 
respond with extensions of time available. 

On 1 3 November 2007, applicant purportedly filed a response which was 
accompanied by, inter alia, a CRF sequence listing diskette. 

On 07 July 2008, a Notice of Abandonment was mailed stating that the above- 
captioned application was abandoned because applicants failed to respond to the Form 
PCT/DO/EO/922 mailed 10 September 2007. 

On 01 May 2008, applicant filed a petition to withdraw the holding of 
abandonment which was accompanied by, inter alia, a copy of the preliminary 
amendment filed 13 November 2007.
